Total production of passenger cars and 
March trucks during March is placed at 447,561 
Output units, according to an estimate released by 
447,561 the Automobile Manufacturers’ Assn. This 


estimate puts the first quarter total at 
1,108,591 units, which is slightly higher than the esti- 
mate of 1,031,131 cars made in ADN a week ago. The 
association estimate is based on reports from manufac- 
turer members which were possibly more nearly com- 
plete than those available to ADN. The first quarter 
re of 1,108,591 is the best first quarter the industry 
has had in a production way since 1929 and exceeded by 
more than 100,000 units the production of the first quar- 
ter of 1928, a year when the industry produced 4,601,130 


units. Only three times in the history has the output 

exceeded the rate prevailing this year—1924, 1926 and 
1929.
